Defense Calls Many Witnesses, 

The defense summoned many witnesses. 
Besides the testimony regarding the bearded 
man, expert testimony was introduced as to 
the bouncing qualities of an automobile sim- 
ilar to that driven by Beatti®, thereby ac- 
counting for the jolting out from the car of 
the shotgun placed in a rear seat by Beattie 
after the encounter with the alleged high 
wayman. — 

The prosecution attacked this line of evi- 
dence on cross examination. It contended 
the railroad crossing where Beattie asserts 
the gun must have been ejected from the car 
was smooth and that the jolt which might 
have resulted from erossing the tracks where 
the rails are exposed necessarily would have 
tossed the weapon forward of the crossing 
instead of directly sideways parallel with 
the track, where the gun was found. 

The idea of the prosecution has been to 
indicate that Beattie himself slowed down 
at the crossing and threw the gun to one 
side on his way to the Owen residence with 
* wife's body. 


Testimony as to Highwayman. 

The defense sought to show that being held 
up by highwaymen while motoring in this 
vicinity was not an uncommon occurrence 
and put on the stand a chauffeur who related 
an experience with a highwayman.a year 
azo. 

The commonwealth’s attorneys objected to 
the testimony as irrelevant. Judge Watson 
ruled that unless a great many instances 
could be pointed to showing holdups of a 
similar character to the one described by the 
prisoner, evidence as to a Pingle incident of 
the kind would be ruled out. The defense 
announced that it in ed to give other in- 
stances later. .

HANGSIN BALANCE 


I. C. Heads Meet Employes in 
Conferencey Take Up 
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Federation Issue. 


WILL MEET AGAIN TODAY. 


Outcome May Rest on Union Pa- 
cifie’s Action; Road Issues 
an Appeal to the Men. 


Negotiations between the Illinois Central 
railroad and representatives of its shop em- 
ployés, who have voted to strike unless their 
demands for higher wages and recognition of 
their federation are granted, were begun 
yesterday afternoon. 

The conference continued for three hours 
without either a settlement or an open rup- 
ture and then was adjourned to today. 

The international officers representing the 
shopmen were sanguine last night of a peace- 
ful outcome of the negotiations. They 
based their confidence on the agreement of 
Vice President Park and Assistant General 
Manager T. J. Foley to call Presidem d. 
H. Markham into the conference today. 


Consider Federation Issue First. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock Mr. Park and Mr. 
Foley went into conference with the general 
officers of the nine shopmen’s organizations 
headed by Secretary W. F. Kramer of the 
Dlacksmiths’ brotherhood. Practically the 
entire afternoon was occupied with argu- 
ments over the question as to whether the 
road should recognize the federation. 

The rallroad officials inBisted that they 
must continue to deal only with the unions 
with which they have contracts, while the 
shepmen declared that one joint committee 
should adjust matters for each of the crafts 
represented in the mechanical department. 
Several roads in various parts of the coun- 
try have already accepted thig method of 
procedure, they pointed out. 


U. P. Officials Issue Appeal. 

A circular over the signature of C. E. 

Fuller, assistant general manager of the 
Union Pacific railway company, was sent 
yesterday to the shop employés of the sys- 
tem, setting forth the claims of the company 
on the men and urging reasons why the press- 
ing of demands for increased wages and other 
concessions at this time would be an injus- 
tice. 
“Since 1906 several increases in wages, 
aggregating 15 per cent, have been granted 
shopmen,” says the circular. The company 
is now paying higher wages than competitors. 
A pension system, of which already many old 
employés are beneficiaries, has been estab- 
lished. Many more are almost ready to 
avail themselves of its provisions. 

Business has been and is still declining. 
The position is taken that the sympathy and 
codperation of employés instead of antagon- 
dunn and attack are due to the company.“

OOD older is hard to get in these days 
and highly valued by those who know 
its worth The crisp, juicy, and 
flavored winesap apple, of the highest 
character as @ cider apple, does not 

grow in all cider making localities, neither do 


some of the crabapples that are highly valued 8 


for this manufacture. 

There are many people today whe make 
their own cider vinegar, although they must 
do it in a small way and not by barreifuls. 

As new cider changes very quickly to old, 
for cooking purposes it is boiled down, 
which state it will keep sweet for a long 
time. Our foremothers always had 6 supply 
of boiled cider for the winter. They used it 
in their minee pies and in many of the old 
desserts which called for wine. Some moth- 
ers would have been glad if they could heave 
bolled down all the barrels of older 
went into the cellar in the fall, for old, herd 
cider was @ somewhat intoxicating beverage 
in a country wh such were rather scarce,

Now it happens that was brought up on 
apple butter, which, by the way, we called 
“cider apple sauce” in New Hnglan and 
fancied that the mushy variety of this sauce 
had its ori among the Pennsylvania Dutch. 
At any ra we considered ours quite supe~ 
rior, though the taste was not so very differ- 
ent from the other sort. 1 

To make this 1 sauce new cider was 
boiled down ohe-balf or two-thirds, in a great 
set brass kettle which had been thoroughly 
cleaned from bottom to outmost rim to make 
it perfectly safe, and in this boiled cider were 
cooked the apples until they were a beautiful 
dark red. Sweet apples—no sugat—were 
used, preferably those called “pound sweets,” 
which were very large and hard, actually 
large and hard enough to be used for bowling. 
These were peeled and out in eighths or even 
in sixteentha, if very large. sauce 
so made would keep a year, although a sup- 
ply for the winter was what was usually 
made, during which time R would keep with- 
out sealing. 

This older apple sauce was a very agreeable 
thing to eat with cream biscuits or doughnuts 
or with beans and brown bread or even with 
the finest cake, 

I have heard of a carrot preserve made of 
sweet cider bofled down two-thirds and rec- 
ommended as keeping for years. Carrots pre- 
pared and cut in long thick pieces were boiled 
in the boiled cider for seven er eight hours 
No ether flavor was added,

Country Charlotte. — Fare, core, and slice or 
quarter some fine juicy apples. Put them in 
a large pudding dish, sweeten well with 
brown sugar, set them in the oven, and bake 
until. soft enough to mash smoothly. Then 
cut some slices of bread, butter them slight- 
ly, and dip every one in sweet cider fresh 
from the press. Let them soak in the cider 
a short time, but not until they break. Take

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PROMISE RESULTS 
IN CITY LIGHTING 


Sanitary Board Factionists 
Put Blame for Delay on 
Municipality. 


MAYOR TO HELP ACTION. 


Harrison's Interest in Flaming 
Arcs May Hustle Installation 
of District’s Current. 


More codperation between the city and 
ganitary district and between the fighting 
factions of the district's trustees, in im- 
proving Chicago's lighting system, was 
promised yesterday. 

That followed on the heels of the publica- 
tion in THE TRIBUNE that over $32.000 is de- 
ing wasted this year on electric lighting. 
This amount could have been saved this 
year if reasonable speed had been nade in 
substituting district lights for those of the 
Commonwealth Edison company. The for- 
mer costs $38.16 yearly per lamp while the 
fatter costs $75. 

„ want the work rushed,” said Sanitary 
Trustee Sullivan. The delay bas been 
caused by the city in not supplying the loca- 
tion of its poles. At the rate they have 
been going it will take many years to Instal' | 
the 10.000 lamps which the district has cor- 
tracted to supply. You can say that Presi- 
éent Smyth, Trustee Kane, Hazard, and 1 
will ald in every way possible to get results. 
We are not responsible for the wasting of 
$32,000 or 82 cents.“ 

Sought Action for Months. 

The members of the majority assert that 
they had been trying to get action for four 
months. They pointed out that if the employés 
are not paid hu a short time, the construc- 
tion gangs of the electrical department will 
have to be laid off, because it is a waste to 
employ them longer unless the actual con- 
gtruction can be started. The city electrical 
department promised to rush along their 
part of the work. It is said they have re- 
ceived orders from “a men higher up.“ 

Mayor Harrison ig known to be interested 
tm the subject of street lighting. Just before 
he went away for his vacation he made a 
night trip around the city with several of 
his advisers to inspect the lighting. At that 
time the mayor said that he wanted all of 
the business centers lighted with flaming arc 
lamps. He was told that would mean the 
substitution of about 7,000 flaming arc lamps 
for the common arc lamps now in use. He 
said that as soon as he returned from his 
vacation he would direct that work along 
that line be started and pushed. 

This ts in addition to the 10,000 new lamps 
which the sanitary district has contracted ‘ 
to install within three years. On the night 
inspection trip the mayor told a friend that 
he would insist upon that contract keing car- 
ried out on time. 


Trouble Over Lamp Purchase. 

A new angie in the trouble of the district 
trustees over the purchase of 4,000 flaming 
arc lamps came to the surface yesterday. 
. J. Sweitzer of the Lustrelite company, 
who acted as agent for the Stave Electrica! 
company of New York, has quit that corpora- 
tian. The Stave people submitted a price 
of $34.80 a lamp; the General Electric com- 
pany bid 582. 50 a lamp. Edward B. Ellicott, 
electrical engineer of the district, and City 
Electrician Carroll recommended that the 
contract be given to the General Electric 
company, as there was little difference in 
the efficiency of the lamps. The Stave con- 
ern urged that the expense of maintenance 


of that claim Messra. Carroll and Ellicott 
recommended that 100 Stave lamps be pur- 
chased for an extended trial. The sanitary 
district decided to make a test of both and 
ordered that 250 of each type be purchased. 


Says Price Too High. 

Mr. Sweitzer, an uncle of the county clerk, 
oe ed yesterday that the Stave price is too 

igh. 

“I withdrew from the deal,“ he sald yes- 
terday, “when I learned of the price the 
Stave people wanted to get. Asa courtesy I 
did not make public my withdrawal. But 
$34.30 is more than the light is worth. The 
price should not have been more than $31 or 
$32 per lemp. My honest opinion is that 
the General Electric light is equa) to if not 
superior to the Stave lamp.” 


Electric company? was asked.

EXPECT ADDITION OF $28,000 
TO AVAILABLE WIDOWS’ FUND. 


Trustees’ Attorney Explains Balance 
Over $184,028, to Be Made Ready 
for Distribution. 


In addition to the $184,928, now scheduled 
for distribution to the widows and children 
of the firemen killed in the stockyards dis- 
aster, there is a balance of nearly $28,000 
which the committee expects will be dis- 
tributed pro rata as soon as the tangle is 
straightened out. 

The committee has done nothing yet toward 
perfecting the appeal from Judge Cooper's 
decision ordering an immediate distribution, 
but will do so within ten days. 

“Of the total fund of $211,000 not all was 
in cash. explained James C. Hutchins, at- 
torney for the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank, the trustee for the fund. There was 
$10,000 par value in bonds, the market value 
of which has not depreciated so far as I 
know. These were simply placed in trust 
and not included in the fund apportioned 
in our plan. 

“There was also a reserve of between 
$17,000 and $18,000 for contingencies, chiefly 
in view of uncertainty as to the final result of 
serious injuries received by some of the mem. 
men. 

“ This n.eans that something will be added 
to the amounts stated; exactly how much I 
cannot say until everything is settled. The 
fund has not been diminished.at all; on the 
other hand it has increased somewhat.”

Building Commissioner Or- 
ders Owners to Straighten 
the Walls at Once. 


WORK ON FIELD BUILDING 


Laborers Commence Clearing Old 
Orpheum Theater Property to 
Make . for Structure. 


The sixteen story Unity bullding, 127 North 
Dearborn street, leans thirty inches out of 
plumb toward the south and Building Com- 
missioner Henry Ericsson said yesterday 
that he regards it as unsafe. Precautionary 
alterations will be made immediately, Louis 
Hart, attorney for the owners of the struc- 
ture, announced last night. 

Recent inspections show that the south 
side of the building is gradually settling. 
It will collapse eventually, Mr. Dricsson de- 
clarea, if it is not put back in its original po- 
sition. Work of jacking up the south side 
of the structure is to begin at once. 

Examination of the building more than a 
year ago revealed the fact that it was then 
out of plumb, but Murdock Campbell, then 
building commissioner, took no action. On 
July 10, 1010, the building department engi- 
neers found the bulleing fifteen and three- | 
eighths inches out of plumb at the twelfth 
floor. On Aug. 14 this year it was discovered 
that the building was eighteen and seven- 
eighths inches out of plumb on the same floor. 
Further examination revealed the fact that 
the building was thirty inches eut ef plumb 
at the top floor. 


Start New Fieid Building, 

Workmen engaged in making preparations 
yesterday to sink calssons for the new office 
building to be bullt by the Marshall Field 
estate at the southwest corner of Clark and 
Washington stgbets, The workmen were 
speeding against time se that ectual werk 
will be commenced on a 260 foot skyscraper 
before the new building erdinance goes inte 
effect. 

A ploneer Chicagoan who witnesseé the 
preparations did not think ef fthis. In his 
memory there arose a picture of the build- 
ing that was giving way to the great steel 
ribbed structure and the days of long 480 
for it was a landmark that was going down, 

His interest lay not im the building that 
was going up. In bis mind's eye he saw Jake 
Schaefer, the billiard wisard, making fancy 
shots on a table in the old Brunswick-Balke 
hall that held rank for yeare as the finest 
billiard ball in the United States. 


Burlesque Follows Billiard Hall, 

The billiard hall had given way in later 
yeare to scenes of gayety of a much more 
risque nature under the breezy influence 
of burlesque shows. That was when the 
building was converted inte the Orpheum 
theater.

It ocoupied a space du feet, 
which wil} form part of the skyecraper site,

Referee Charley White was unable to give 
a decision because of the restrictions of the 
State boxing commission, but it he had en- 
joyed such a privilege his task would have 
been easy. Wells was the class. These few 
words tell the story of Brown's defeat 

The gate receipts footed more than $30.000. 
It was said that Brown will receive about 
$9,600. Wells’ bit may amount to $6,600. 
The state’s rakeoff in the shape of a 5 per 
cent tax may net $1,500. Wells announced 
a half hour after the fight that he would 
challenge the winner of the McFarland-Wol- 
gast battle at Milwaukee on Sept 15. 

Fully 10,000 men could not get into the 
garden, but tried steadily until in many cases 
evening clothes were torn and ripped and 
hats smashed. Men who had their tickets 
ready before reaching the main entrance 
could not fight thelr way indoors and gave 
up in disgust. 


Britisher Knows Too Much. 

The Englishmayg knew too much for the 
east side Dutchman and quickly showed it 
in the first round. Brown's attack, which 
was incessant though ineffective, was met 
with consummate skill. Wells made use of 
the twenty-four foot ring by employing foot- 
work that puzzled the New Yorker. The 
Briton knew how to duck or sidestep the famous 
left hand wallop on which Knockout de- 
pended and then coming back swiftly he shot in 
cutting blows that in the course of time drew 
blood from Brown’s nose and mouth and almost 
closed his right eye. 

Wells’ generaiship wes superb. He never lost 

hie head. He studied his man with great care 
and wasted few punches. He stepped inside 
of swings and countered stifiy on the face and 
body. He rocked his man with numerous heavy 
right hand ewinge on the jaw that would have 
put a weaker antagonist asleep. In short, Wells 
was master at ecientific boxing and at hard ac- 
curate hitting. He did not appear to be a bit 
weakened by the weight, 133, at 4 o'clock, and 
was strong all the way to the finish. 
As the battle progressed the crowd soon realized 
that Brown was greatly overrated and before 
the half way mark was reached there were mang 
Wells supporters. Brown could make no er- 
cuses. He was fit and did hie best. He had his 
punch with him, but he could not reach a vital 
spot with it. As he missed again and again 
he seemed to become discouraged, but Dan Mor- 
gan kept him going at top speed to the end. 


Wells’ Work Surprising. 


When they started off Welle surprised everybody 
with his clean blows. Brown seemed overanxious 
and swung wildly He wae so awkward and 
clumsy that Welle suppressed a mile. Wells 
found an opening in the second roulid for a great 
right hand swing on the jaw. He meant it fora 
knockout punch, but Brown was as sturdy as an 
oak In a cyclone. The Englishman was so fast 
and accurate that he fairly bewildered the Amer- 
ican with his jebs and hooks. Weils worked his 
apeedy left with so much effect in the third round 
that he made Brown's nose bleed, whereupon 
Brown's followers became discouraged. 

- Both men had bleeding noses in the fourth but 
Wells landed more great right hand punches on 
the jaw, doing his best to produce slumber. Wells 
had taken K. O.“ se measure by thie time and 
used the right steadily. Brown hed no defense for 
Such smashes. Brown's best blow was a left 
uppercut which wae sent home in the fifth round. 
yet Wells outpointed and outfought him to the 
gong. Wells, on points, had every round, and ex- 
ploded the theory that Brown was made of chain- 
pionship material. 


Fight by Rounds, 


FIRST ROUND—They clinched and both held 
for several seconds. Wells landed a stiff right to 
the jaw and blocked a return. The Englishman 
forced the fighting, jabbing Brown with his left. 
Both were wild and few clean blows were struck. 
Brown caught Wells with a left tothe wind. Wells 
hed the slight advantege on the round. 

SECOND ROUND—Brown hooked a hard right to 
jaw which wabbled the Englishman. They swapped 
lefts to the face and went toaclinch. Wells hooked 
a right to the ear and there was more rough wort. 
Wells walloped Brown twice on the jaw, sending 
the American back to the ropes. The Englishman 
followed this with two flerce lefts to the face. 
Brown got a left to the wind and Wells countered 
with a left to the nose. It was Wells’ round. 
THIRD ROUND—Brown bored in and they 
roughed it to the center of the ring. Brown was 
wild in his attack and could not lend cleanty. 
Wells put two lefts to the nose and Brown coun- 
tered on the stomach. Welle walloped Brown 
twice on the nose, but took a left to the wind in 
return. 
and Brown followed his advantage with a left to 
chest. At the dell Brown got a right & the ribs. 
Brown was bleeding at the nose. The round was 
even. 


Brown Battered in Fourth. 


FOURTH ROUND—Wells landed a bard right 
to the mouth which caused the bi to come in a 
stream. The Britisher came back with another 
hard right to the jaw, but Brown dacked away 
from further damage Brown put a right hook 
to the shovlder and then they sparred for a time.

Brown to reel. Brown recuperate quickly and 
the bell found them fighting im the center of the 
ring. It was Wells’ round. 
FIFTK ROUND—Wells got in a right uppercut, 
Brown ripped a right to the ear Wells clearly 
outboxed Brown, jabbing him repeatedly in the 
face. Brown kept trying for a haymaker, but 
Wells danced out of danger. Brown put a stiff 
right and left to Wells’ face.

SIXTH ROUND—Wells put a right to the jaw.

New York, Aug. 80.—Grocery circles here 
showed concern today over the high prices 
now prevailing in the sugar market. There 
was another advance in granulated during 
the day, to 6.25c, represerting a full cent 
rise in the last few weeks, and the highest 
level in many years. : 

Coming at the height of the canning sea- 
son, this advance is of vital interest to con- 
sumers all over the country. It is attributed 
primarily to a poor sugar beet crop in Eu- 
rope. To make matters worse the Cuban 
crop, which *turnishes the bulk of raw wa- 
terial for American refiners, also proved 
short. 

Far sighted dealers bought large supplies, 
leaving the market almost bare of stock, 
and raw sugars in consequence have made 
new high records. .

Independent Retailers in New York En- 
gage Lawyers to Fight the 
Premium Certificates. 


New York, Aug 9%)—Independent retail 
dealers of Greater New York have engaged 
lawyers to represent them in the coming re- 
organization of the tobacco trust. They are 
going to fight for the abolition of coupons 
and trading stamps in the tobacco business. 
In the District of Columbia, by a decision of 
the Supreme court of the district, the use of 
coupons is illegal as restraint of trade, 
and the local tobacconists want this law to 
be a national one.
